The explanation sent abroad that
the Stanley blil for eliminsting the
“rule of reason’ which the supremse
court read Into the Sherman act “is
not an administration measurs,"”
taken in connection with the presi-
dent's sedate pesce angd plenty mes-
sage, might be regarded as conclu-
sive but for the fact that the original
announcement of the blll was accom-
panied by the statement that it had
Mr. Wilson's approval, Is it or is It
not an administration measure?

The president's anti-trust message
surely means that he favors reducing
the debatable ground by distingulsh-
Ing between harmless and hurtful
restraint in trade and making only
the latter a criminal offense. If so,
it is diffienit o understand how he
can approve the Stanley bill, which
obliterates all distinetion by seeking
to punish restraint “In any degree.”

The administration may be ex-
pected Lo clarify itsa own position on
this polnt. It seems Vvery strange
that one so close to the throne as
Congressman EStanley should have
blundered into the fathering of such
a measure If Jt ran counter of the
president’'s owWn program.

In 1506, while In charge
of the army secrol service bureau, Ple-
quart discovered the famous “petit bleu.*
the dociunent which ultimately led (o the
detection of Esterhazy and the whole
series of forged documents upon which
thes prosecution was founded, Instantly
the compromised military chiefs jumped
on Plequart. He was ordered to Algoria,
court-martinled on trumped up charges,
convicted and Imprisoned. After three
yeoars of persecution by army chlefs Plo-
quart succeeded In getting his case lito
the colvil ocourts, where his revelutions
tore into shreds the whole fubrio of the
Dreyfus conspiracy. Not only was Cap-
tain Dreyfus vipdicated and restored (o
the army, but General Plequart’s magnif!-
eent fight fer truth and justice en-
throned him as & hero. France honored
him with the highest military positions,

where he acquitted himself admirabiy.
